Indiana  Boys’  Basketball  -  What  a  powerful  sectional  tournament  as  I  was  well  prepared  for  the  first  time  in  this  high 
reputation  basketball  state  tournament!  Prior  to  the  sectional  game,  we  were  facing  an  excellent  and  well-known 
basketball  program,  #19  in  the  state,  Lapel.  Lapel  is  known  as  a  hard  nose  man  to  man  defense  team!  Historically,  ISD 
has  never  had  a  close  game  with  this  team  or  won  a  sectional  game  since  1983  when  we  won  our  last-time  sectional.  We 
lost  to  Lapel,  64-59,  but  this  was  the  “Best  GAME  of  the  Year!”  Read  on  below. . . 


At  the  stait  of  the  game,  we  played  a  tough  man-to-man  defense  to  control  their  pose.  In  the  first  half,  play  was  so  tense 
and  we  were  down  by  7  points,  24-31,  at  halftime.  Near  the  end  of  the  third  quarter,  we  himmed  our  deficit  to  bring  us 
within  4.  In  the  fourth  quarter,  we  used  tough  pressure  defense  to  rally  and  take  a  3  point  lead  when  Robert  Haney  stole 
the  opponent’s  ball  out  of  his  hand,  scrambled  the  loose  ball  down  the  end  of  the  court,  and  used  a  two  handed  thunder 
dunk  over  an  opponent  attempting  to  block  the  shot.  It  was  one  of  Robert’s  best  slam-dunks  of  the  year!  We  continued 
to  keep  the  game  tense  and  close.  Nearing  the  end  of  the  game.  Lapel  found  and  rained  our  pose  button.  We  thr  ew  away 
two  ghost  passes  and  Lapel  scored  those  unanswered  points  from  our  turnovers.  Their  free  throws  were  hot  as  they  shot 
14  for  16.  Four  of  our  players  scored  double  figures. 


After  the  game,  we  received  an  inspiring  standing  ovation  from  a  very  large  crowd  of  fans,  non-playing  basketball 
players  and  coaches  fr  om  other  schools  who  witnessed  this  game.  I  have  never  experienced  this  kind  of  recognition 
before.  Our  team  and  I  received  positive  compliments  fi-om  them.  This  1 A  tour-nament  included  teams  equivalent  to 
some  of  the  3  A  schools  in  Missouri  where  I  coached  last  year. 

I  am  very  proud  of  our  boys  as  they  completed  our  mission  to  finish  the  season  sfrong  in  spite  of  facing  some  tough 
opponents  in  the  state,  some  heartbreak  games,  and  winning  the  season  with  a  record  of  12-9!  This  team  is  the  same 
original  players  since  October  30*!  -  Coach  Keith  Westhoelter

FACTS  ABOUT  ISD 

Unique  Local  Insights 

In  order  to  gain  unique  insights  regarding  the  quality  of  ISD  programs  and  services,  surveys  were  distributed  to 
parents,  students  and  teachers.  The  School  Profile  Committee  using  a  model  used  by  a  local  public  school  modified  the 
parent  survey.  The  student  and  teacher  survey  consisted  of  opinion  inventories  developed  by  the  National  Study  of  School 
Evaluation  (NSSE).  In  addition,  NSSE  prepared  an  executive  summary  report,  which  included  a  comparison  report 
between  student  and  teacher  responses. 

Responses  to  surveys  were  very  positive.  Forty  percent  (40%)  of  the  parents  responded  to  the  parent  survey.  Over 
85%  of  the  students  in  the  Middle  School  and  the  High  School  responded  to  the  student  survey  and  over  95%  of  the 
teaching  staff  responded  to  the  teacher  survey.  The  overohelming  response,  in  itself,  demonstrates  a  sti  ong  vested  interest 
in  the  continuing  improvement  of  ISD. 

Parent  Survey 

Parents  were  asked  to  rate  the  school  in  areas  of  goal  attainment,  integration,  maintenance  and  adaptation.  Surveys 
were  sent  to  each  parent  (238  parents)  and  101  were  returned.  Parents  rated  the  area  adaptation  the  highest  and  integration 
the  lowest  in  their  responses  to  the  survey.  For  a  full  and  detailed  report,  see  Appendix  A  for  the  results  of  the  parent 
suiwey. 


The  first  measure  is  goal  attainment,  which  is  defined  as  perception  of  the  ability  of  the  school  to  work  together  with 
parents  in  defining  objectives  and  achieving  desired  student  success.  The  most  favorable  responses  were: 

❖  ISD  keeps  parents  well  informed  about  how  well  their  children  are  doing  in  school  and  what  their  children 
needs  to  be  learning  in  school. 

The  least  favorable  responses  were: 

*t*  ISD  keeps  parents  well  informed  about  what  their  children  are  learning  in  school  and  how  parents  can  help 
their  children  at  home. 

Figure  1  shows  how  parents  felt  ISD  was  performing  in  regards  to  the  measure  of  goal  attainment. 

The  second  measure  is  integration,  which  is  defined  as  perceptions  of  the  ability  of  the  school  to  include  parents  in 
the  various  school  tasks  necessary  for  achievement.  The  most  favorable  responses  were: 

❖  ISD  appreciates  what  parents  have  done  to  help  ISD. 

❖  ISD  lets  parents  know  when  and  where  volunteer  help  is  needed. 

The  least  favorable  responses  were: 

❖  ISD  has  made  good  use  of  parents’  talents. 

❖  Parents  have  been  asked  to  help  out  at  a  school  activity  or  event. 

❖  Parents  have  been  invited  to  participate  on  a  school  committee. 

Figure  2  shows  how  parents  felt  ISD  was  perfoiming  in  regards  to  the  measure  of  integration. 

The  third  measuie  is  maintenance,  which  is  defined  as  perception  of  the  school’s  ability  to  create  and  maintain  the 
school’s  motivational  and  value  stracture.  The  most  favorable  responses  were: 

❖  At  ISD,  the  family’s  culture,  ethnicity  and  religion  are  respected. 

❖  ISD  keeps  parents  well  informed  of  PTCO/PAC  meetings  and  events. 

❖  ISD  keeps  parents  well  informed  of  school  policies  and  procedures. 

❖  Parents  felt  listened  to  at  ISD. 

❖  Parents  felt  they  are  treated  as  partners  in  their  children’s  education. 

❖  Parents  felt  the  staff  asks  for  and  values  then  opinions. 

There  were  no  least  favorable  responses.  Figure  3  shows  how  parents  felt  ISD  was  performing  in  regards  to  the 
measure  of  maintenance. 


The  fourth  measure  is  adaptation:  perception  of  the  school’s  ability  to  successfully  deal  with  the  parents.  The  most 
favorable  responses  were: 

❖  Parents  felt  ISD  staff  is  fiiendly  when  they  visit  or  call. 

♦♦♦  Parents  like  taking  their  children  to  ISD. 

❖  Parents  can  easily  reach  their  children’s  teachers  if  they  need  to. 

❖  If  there  are  problems,  parents  know  whom  to  contact. 

❖  Parents  felt  problems  related  to  their  children  are  addressed  quickly  and  fairly. 

❖  Parents  felt  involved  at  ISD. 

There  were  no  least  favorable  responses.  Figure  4  shows  how  parents  felt  ISD  was  performing  in  regards  to  the 
measure  of  adaptation. 

The  key  findings  of  the  parent  survey  show  that  there  is  much  parent  satisfaction  with  the  school  and  the  staff  at 
ISD.  Weaknesses  in  the  areas  of  goal  attainment  and  integration  have  been  identified  as  areas  of  potential  school 
improvement.

Student  Survey 

Middle  school  students  and  high  school  students  were  asked  to  participate  in  a  survey  using  the  NSSE  Opinion  Inventories. 
Students  were  asked  to  rate  programs  and  services  in  order  to  provide  ISD  with  data.  This  data  will  guide  the  school  in  its 
improvement  process.  Of  the  166  students,  137  surveys  were  completed  and  returned.  For  a  detailed  report  of  the  analysis 
of  responses  prepared  by  NSSE  in  its  executive  summary  presentation  report,  refer  to  Exhibit  A. 


Based  on  the  mean  scores,  a  listing  of  most  favorable  responses  and  least  favorable  responses  was  provided.  Students’  most 
favorable  responses  were: 

>  I  am  in  the  student  activities  (clubs,  plays,  sports,  student  government,  etc.)  that  I  want  to  be  in. 


>  Parents  feel  welcome  in  our  school. 

>  Students  feel  safe  traveling  to  and  from  school. 

>  Our  school  provides  students  and  teachers  with  a  safe  and  orderly  environment  for  learning. 

>  Teachers  hold  high  expectations  for  learning. 

The  least  favorable  responses  were: 

>  Cheating  occurs  infrequently  in  our  school. 

>  Sexual  harassment  is  not  a  problem  at  our  school. 

>  Discipline  policies  are  fair  at  this  school. 

>  lam  satisfied  with  the  extent  to  which  the  administration  includes  students  in  making  decisions  about  matters  that 

directly  affect  students  (e.g.  dress  standards,  assemblies,  hall  passes,  etc.). 

>  There  is  not  a  significant  problem  with  substance  abuse  (e.g.,  drag  and/or  alcohol  problems)  among  the  students 

of  this  school. 

In  analyzing  the  report  on  least  favorable  responses,  it  is  important  to  note  that  an  average  score  of  3.0  or  above  indicates 
neutral  to  positive  opinions.  Given  this  caution,  the  only  least  favorable  response  scoring  below  3.0  was”Cheating  occurs 
infrequently  in  our  school.”  A  resource  provided  by  NSSE  in  the  report  is  the  “National  Pattern  of  User  Response  Report.”

FORMA  TION  OF  A 
DEAF  COMMUNITY 

In  the  early  1800s,  the  Reverend  Thomas  Hopkins  Gallaudet  traveled  to  Europe  seeking  effective  teaching 
methods  for  educating  deaf  children  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Mason  F.  Cogswell,  the  father  of  a  deaf  daughter. 
Gallaudet  returned  with  Laurent  Clerc,  a  deaf  teacher  from  the  Paris  Institute  for  the  Deaf.  With  financial  and 
organizational  help  from  interested  citizens  and  the  Connecticut  General  Assembly,  they  established  the 
Connecticut  Asylum  for  the  Education  of  Deaf  and  Dumb  Persons  in  1817,  in  Hartford,  now  known  as  the 
American  School  for  the  Deaf 

Gallaudet,  an  Evangelical  Protestant  minister,  described  his  life's  work  as  hastening  Christ's  return  to  earth  by 
spreading  the  gospel.  He  once  wrote,  "No  other  object  than  the  salvation  of  souls  of  the  pupils  can  be  named  as  of 
the  highest  moment."  Gallaudet  and  many  early  teachers  of  deaf  children  learned  sign  language  for  the  same 
reason  other  missionaries  learned  Native  American  or  African  languages-to  bring  the  gospel  to  people  seen  as 
living  beyond  its  reach. 

Clerc  brought  to  Hartford  the  sign  language  of  Paris,  a  city  with  a  large  Deaf  community  and 
sophisticated  sign  language.  This  language,  which  he  taught  to  other  teachers,  commingled  with  sign 
languages  deaf  students  brought  from  across  the  country — some  from  New  York,  some  from 
Philadelphia,  some  from  Martha's  Vineyard,  home  to  an  unusually  large  population  of  deaf  people  at  the 
time — and  out  of  this  mix  came  modem  American  Sign  Language.

FORMATION  OF  A 
DEAF  COMMUNITY 


Whenever  signifieant  numbers  of  deaf  people  eome  together,  Deaf 
communities  have  come  into  existence.  Sign  languages  are  natural  languages 
that  have  evolved  within  Deaf  communities  and,  as  such,  are  neither  universal 
nor  based  upon  the  spoken  languages  of  their  countries. 


American  Sign  Language  (ASL),  for  example,  has  a  grammar  and  vocabulary 
distinct  from  Enghsh,  just  as  Japanese  Sign  Language  is  distinct  from  spoken 
Japanese.  The  Htde-known  history  of  the  American  Deaf  community  parallels 
the  experiences  and  struggles  of  other  minority  groups.  Deaf  Americans  have 
formed  local,  state,  and  national  organizations,  established  newspapers  and 
magazines,  founded  schools,  gathered  in  churches  where  ASL  was  the  language 
of  song  and  sermon  ahke,  and  organized  politically  to  protect  and  promote  their 
interests.  The  great  majority  of  Deaf  people  have  found  not  just  their  friends  but 
also  thek  spouses  within  the  Deaf  community.

FORMATION  OF  A 
DEAF  COMMUNITY 


The  school  at  Hartford  was  the  first  of  many  residential  schools  that  soon  opened  around  the 
country.  Thousands  of  young  deaf  people  came  to  these  schools  to  spend  years  living  and 
studying  together.  More  than  a  new  sign  language  came  into  existence.  A  new  culture  was  bom, 
enriched  by  each  passing  generation,  that  came  to  include  folklore,  poetry,  oratory,  games,  and 
jokes  in  AST,  as  well  as  distinctive  mles  of  etiquette  and  naming  practices.  From  this  common 
language  and  common  experience  arose  an  American  Deaf  community.

Preparation  for  the  Workplace 

Schools  for  deaf  students  were  among  the  first  in  the  nation  to  offer  vocational  training  in  addition  to 
core  academic  courses.  Like  other  Americans  at  the  time,  most  deaf  people  went  into  what  we  today  call 
"blue  collar"  occupations.  Many  schools  offered  such  courses  as  printing,  shoemaking,  woodworking, 
dressmaking,  cooking,  and  tailoring,  giving  their  graduates  a  competitive  advantage  in  the  world  of 
work. 

As  early  as  1837,  deaf  people  began  establishing  periodicals  to  report  local  and  national  news  of  interest 
to  the  Deaf  community.  Although  some — such  as  the  Silent  World  in  Washington,  D.C. — ^were 
independent  newspapers,  many  were  produced  in  school  print  shops.  Schools  exchanged  papers  with 
each  other,  creating  an  informal  network  known  as  the  "little  paper  family"  which  reinforced  a  sense  of 
national  community.  Some,  such  as  the  New  Jersey  school's  Silent  Worker,  delivered  news  from  national 
and  international  correspondents  to  subscribers  across  the  country.

With  the  Civil  War  and  increasing  levels  of  immigration,  many  Americans  began  to  fear  that  diversity  led  to 
divisiveness.  Some  educators  decried  the  "clannishness"  of  the  Deaf  community.  Schools  began  to  add 
lipreading  and  speech  to  the  curriculum.  Oral  educators  advocated  eliminating  sign  language,  likening  the 
Deaf  community  to  a  community  of  immigrants,  and  suggesting  that  deaf  people  had  become  "foreigners 
among  their  own  countrymen."

A  debate  ensued  between  supporters  of  a  "eombined 
approach" — that  is,  using  both  signed  and  spoken 
language — and  advocates  of  what  was  then  called 
"pure  oralism."  By  1920,  80  percent  of  deaf  students 
were  taught  in  oral  education  programs,  without  sign 
language,  and  deaf  teachers  were  reduced  from  40% 
of  the  profession  in  the  1860s  to  less  than  15%.  Still, 
in  most  schools  sign  language  retained  a  vigorous 
presence  outside  the  classroom. 

Organizations  of  deaf  people,  such  as  the  National 
Association  of  the  Deaf,  rose  to  the  defense  of  sign 
language,  and  argued  that  oral  communication  alone 
was  inadequate  for  many  deaf  people. 

In  1867,  the  Institution  for  the  Improved  Instruction 
of  Deaf-Mutes  in  New  York  and  the  Clarke 
Institution  for  Deaf-Mutes  in  Northampton, 

Massachusetts  were  started  by  proponents  of  oral 
education  and  began  pioneering  techniques  for 
teaching  by  oral  means  alone.  Clarke  Institution 
now  CLARKE-School  for  the  Deaf/Center  for  Oral 
Education)  also  stressed  early  education  for  young 
children  when  most  other  schools  admitted  students  at 
10  or  12  years  of  age.  Methods  of  teaching  speech, 
listening  and  speechreading  developed  at  Clarke  have 
been  widely  used  in  schools  throughout  the  country. 

Alexander  Graham  Bell,  inventor  of  the  telephone  and  one  of  the  most  effective  proponents  of  oralism,  in 
1872  opened  a  school  in  Boston  to  train  teachers  of  deaf  children.  He  and  his  father  before  him  had  spent  their 
lives  studying  the  physiology  of  speech.  For  Bell,  "to  ask  the  value  of  speech  is  like  asking  the  value  of  life." 

He  described  sign  language  as  "essentially  a  foreign  language"  and  believed  that  "in  an  English  speaking 
country  like  the  United  States,  the  English  language,  and  the  English  language  alone,  should  be  used  as  the 
means  of  communication  and  instruction."  In  1890,  Bell  founded  the  American  Association  to  Promote  the 
Teaching  of  Speech  to  the  Deaf,  Ine.,  now  known  as  the  Alexander  Graham  Bell  Association  for  the  Deaf.

hoWmuch  does  rr  cost?

The  six  teenagers  sank  onto  their  beanbags  in  the  group  counseling  room.  Today  there  was  none  of 
the  usual  raucous  punching  and  good-natured  exchange  of  insults.  I  knew  they  didn’t  want  to  be  at 
school  this  week  any  more  than  I,  their  counselor,  did.  For  three  days  they  had  received  counseling, 
comfort,  sympathy,  and  lectures.  Ministers  and  psychologists  had  come  to  the  school  at  a  time  when 
the  kids’  world  seemed  to  have  ended.  It  had  indeed  ended  for  four  of  their  schoolmates,  who  had 
died  in  a  car  accident  on  the  say  home  from  a  keg  party  in  celebration  of  graduation. 

What  was  there  left  for  me  to  say?  Only  that  these  six  would  go  on  living,  barring  a  tragedy  like  this 
one  -  a  tragedy  that  didn’t  have  to  happen.  My  mind  searched  for  words  to  fill  the  silence.  Finally  I 
said,  “I  remember  a  day  when  I  was  about  your  age,  seeing  a  fancy  Levi’s  jacket  and  jodhpurs  in  a 
store  window.”  “I  simply  couldn’t  live  without  that  outfit.  I  went  into  the  store,  found  the  garments  in 
my  size,  and  bought  them  without  asking  how  much  they  cost.  I  practically  had  a  heart  attack  when 
,  the  clerk  told  me  the  price.  There  went  all  the  spending  money  I  had  saved.  In  fact,  I  had  to  go  home 
and  rob  my  piggy  bank  and  then  go  back  to  the  store  for  my  purchase.” 

At  that  point  in  my  story,  I  paused  long  enough  to  note  that  the  group  members  were  staring  at  me 
with  questioning  eyes.  After  all,  what  did  this  have  to  do  with  their  grief?  So  I  babbled  on.  “Was  the 
outfit  worth  that  much?  No  way,  I  concluded  during  the  following  months,  when  I  had  to  do  without 
several  things  I  needed  or  wanted,  including  a  class  ring.”  My  counselees  continued  to  look  at  me 
with  so-what?  expressions.  “I  did  leam  from  that  experience,”  I  said  finally.  “I  learned  to  ask,  ‘What 
does  it  cost?’  before  buying.”  “During  the  years  following.  I’ve  learned  that  looking  at  price  tags  is  a 
good  idea  when  it  comes  to  actions,  also.”  I  told  them  about  a  time  when  I  went  on  a  hike  with  friends 
without  telling  our  parents  where  we  would  be.  The  price  was  heavy.  We  got  lost,  and  it  was  many 
terrifying  hours  before  we  straggled  back  to  town  to  face  our  frantic  parents  and  the  drastic 
punishments  they  decided  we  deserve. 

Now  it  was  the  kids’  turn  to  talk,  and  they  did,  relating  some  of  the  times  when  their  bad  judgment  had 
not  been  worth  the  cost  of  the  consequences.  I  gently  reminded  the  students  at  this  point  that  their 
friends’  graduation  celebration  had  cost  too  much.  I  mentioned  the  frequency  of  teen  tragedies,  many 
involving  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  Then  I  read  them  parts  of  an  editorial  about  an  accident  that  had 
occurred  a  few  months  earlier.  The  article  had  been  written  by  the  town’s  chief  of  police: 

Close  to  a  thousand  people  were  there  that  day,  all  sitting  in  front  of  a  smooth  casket  topped  with 
flowers  and  a  high  school  letter  jacket.  Jason  was  president  of  the  senior  class,  a  star  athlete,  a 
popular  friend  to  hundreds,  the  only  son  of  successful  parents,  but  he  drove  into  the  side  of  a  fast- 
moving  freight  train  at  the  city  square  on  a  beautiful  Sunday  Afternoon  and  was  killed  instantly.  He 


was  18  year  old.  And  he  was  drunk  You  never  get  accustomed  to  or  forget  the  horror  on  the  faces  of 
parents  when  you  break  the  news  to  them  that  their  child  is  forever  gone  from  this  earth. 


We  know  there  will  be  both  youth  and  parents  who  don’t  like  our  enforeement  posture.  There  will  be 
verbal  and  maybe  physical  abuse  against  the  officers.  Some  parents  will  complain  about  our 
enforcement  of  under-age  drinking  laws.  But  we  can  live  with  that  a  lot  easier  than  telling  parents  that 
their  son  or  daughter  has  been  killed.  Four  of  the  six  students  were  crying  when  I  finished  reading  the 
editorial.  Crying  for  Jason,  for  their  dead  schoolmates  and  their  families,  for  their  own  loss. 

Then  we  talked  about  the  four  friends  they  had  just  lost.  “Can  any  good  come  out  of  our  tragedy?”  I 
asked.  It  was  Mindy,  the  shyest  member  of  the  group,  who  suggested,  “Maybe  we  could  make  a 
pledge  or  something.”  Ordinarily,  the  three  boys  in  the  group  would  probably  have  ridiculed  the  idea, 
but  this  day  was  different.  “Hey!”  Jonathan  said.  “Not  a  bad  idea.”  “Something  like  pretending 
there’s  a  price  tag  on  things  grown-ups  think  we  shouldn’t  do,  then  deciding  if  we’re  ready  to  take  the 
chance  anyway,”  Laurel  added.  Paul  said,  “We  can’t  know  for  sure  what  the  price  would  be.  Maybe 
nothing  bad  will  happen  even  if  we  take  the  risk.”  “That’s  a  point,”  I  admitted.  “Suppose  instead  of 
‘How  much  will  it  cost?”  we  ask  ourselves,  ‘How  much  might  it  cost?’  Then  we’d  at  least  look  at  the 
possible  outcomes.”  “I’ll  buy  that,”  Kent  said. 

A  week  ago,  these  kids  would  have  shrugged  off  such  suggestions,  but  today  -  well,  today  they 
weren’t  the  same  people  they  had  been  last  week.

World  Wars  I  &  II  and  the  Deaf 
Community 

During  World  Wars  I  and  H,  male  industrial  workers  left  their  jobs  for  the  military 
created  job  opportunities  for  women  and  minorities  including  deaf  people.  In  those  years, 
deaf  workers  established  impressive  work  records  and  made  significant  contributions  to 
America's  war-time  efforts.  Many  of  the  Deaf  schools  were  converted  to  military  camps 
and  used  to  train  soldiers.  The  attached  picture  shows  Deaf  students  at  the  New  York 
School  for  the  Deaf  in  Fanwood  participating  in  military  drill  exercises. 

The  uniform  to  the  right  was  worn  by  cadets  at  the  Miimesota  State  Academy  for  the 
Deaf  The  grounds  of  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  were  used  to  train  soldiers  in 
World  War  I.  More  than  1800  men  received  training  at  ISD  during  the  1918-19  school 
year  after  the  school  was  closed  on  April  30,  1918.  Deaf  students  were  provided  a 
correspondence  course  while  the  school  was  closed.  Approximately  228  pupils  took  part 
in  these  courses  with  184  completing  the  whole  course.  (From  the  Susquicentinnial  1843- 
1994.) 

The  Goodyear  Rubber  production  facilities  in  Akron,  Ohio  and  other  war  industries 
recraited  large  numbers  of  deaf  employees.  Deaf  people,  who  came  to  AJcron,  created  a 
highly  visible  and  active  community.  Great  pride  was  taken  in  the  semi-professional 
football  team  (the  "Goodyear  Silents").  The  local  press  covered  deaf  community  news 
and  events.  A  wide  array  of  social  events  was  sponsored  by  the  local  Deaf  club.

In  most  towns  and  cities.  Deaf  people  established  clubs  that  became  the  centers  for  social  life.  In 
larger  cities  the  members  might  own  their  own  building.  In  smaller  towns  rented  rooms  over  a 
downtown  store  often  had  to  suffice. 

The  "Deaf  club"  was  not  only  a  gathering  place  but  also  hosted  social  events  as  varied  as  traveling 
Deaf  comedians  and  other  entertainers.  Films  by  Deaf  filmmakers  like  Dog  Trouble  were  shown  in 
Deaf  clubs  across  the  country.  Notice  the  schedule  of  screenings  at  different  Deaf  clubs  throughout  the 
Midwest. 

Deaf  clubs  also  featured  captioned  films,  lectures,  card  games,  dramatic  performances,  stoiy  telling, 
and  holiday  parties,  and  the  sponsor  for  frequent  athletic  events  and  group  outings.  Above,  you  see  the 
1947  May  Dance  and  Get  -Together  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Washington,  DC  Silent  Clubs.  (From  the 
Archives  of  the  National  Black  Deaf  Advocates) 

The  early  teletype  machines,  sometimes  available  at  Deaf  clubs,  were  originally  used  by  the  W estern 
Union  to  send  teletypes.  A  Deaf  man  invented  this  technology.

Technologies  for  the  Deaf 


The  "Information  Age"  of  the  late  twentieth  century  introduced  an  explosion  of  new  technologies 
profoundly  influencing  the  lives  of  deaf  people.  Closed  captioning  on  TV  and  video,  TTYs  and  national 
telephone  relay  services,  hearing  aids,  flashing  doorbells,  bed-vibrating  and  strobe-light  alarm  clocks, 
Biachines  and  e-mail,  have  helped  to  make  daily  activities  more  accessible  to  deaf  people. 

The  use  of  new  communications  technology,  along  with  the  increased  awareness  of  discriminatory 
practices,  has  reduced  many  barriers.  Many  technological  developments  have  served  to  bring  oral  and 
signing  deaf  people  together  in  common  cause.  For  example,  an  array  of  professional,  social,  and 
political  action  organizations  of  and  for  deaf  people  worked  together  to  ensure  passage  of  the  Television 
Decoder  Circuitry  Act  in  1993,  which  required  all  new  television  sets  with  screens  13  inches  or  larger  to 
incorporate  closed  captioning  technology.

Are  Deaf  People....? 


Not  all  technological  developments  are  universally  accepted.  The  cochlear  implant,  for  example,  has 
.spired  both  strong  support  and  vehement  opposition.  As  early  as  1979,  the 
Jniversity  of  Califomia-San  Francisco  developed  this  single-channel 
engineering  prototype  with  an  internal  receiver,  and  multiple  electrodes. 


Generally  hailed  as  a  boon  for  people  who  have  lost  their  hearing,  the  use  of 
cochlear  implants  in  children  has  been  controversial.  While  the  conflict  is  in 
part  between  those  who  view  deafness  as  a  disability,  and  those  who  see  it 
as  a  valued  cultural  identity,  at  the  core  of  the  debate  are  disagreements  over 
the  relative  risks,  benefits,  and  effectiveness. 


There  are  more  than  one 
hundred  eighty  (180) 
hospitals  and  clinics  that  provide  cochlear  implants  in  the 
United  State  and  Canada.  It’s  big  business!  Manufacturers 
like  Clarion  spend  tremendous  amounts  of  money  on 
research  and  advertisements  to  convince  governmental 
sources  like  the  FDA  and  consumers  like  parents  that  their 
product  is  beneficial.  Just  look  at  the  following  quotation 
from  Clarion’s  website.

-  Dr.  Gerald  Loeb,  M.D.,  Professor  of 
Biomedical  Engineering  at  USC,  a  world-renowned  scientist  who  was  one  of  the  original  developers  of 
cochlear  implants  and  whose  research  has  been  published  in  Science,  Journal  of  Neuroscience,  Annals  of 
Otology,  Rhinology  and  Laiyngology,  and  Scientific  American.

1935 

4th  International  Games  for  the  Deaf  was  hosted  in  London,  England,  on  August  17th  to  24th,

5th  International  Games  for  the  Deaf  took  place  at  Stoclcholm  on  August  24th  to  27th,  1939. 


1949 

The  first  International  Winter  Silent  Games  was  held  in  Seefeld  on  January  26th  to  30th  with  33 
athletes  from  five  nations.

This  will  be  used  to  integrate  the  recognition  procedure  as  the  front-end  user-interface  of  an  ASL-English  machine 
translation  device  for  signer-speaker  interactions  in  practical  settings  (workplace,  classrooms).

A  Partial  List  of  the  Founding  of 
Deaf  Schools  Around  the  World 


1807  -  The  Royal  Institute  for  Deaf-mutes  was  founded  the  first  school  for  the  deaf  in  Denmark  by  Peter 
Alcte  Castberg.  Peter  was  a  young  Danish  physician.  —  Danish  Deaf  Association 

1817  -  The  American  School  for  the  Deaf  (ASD)  was  founded  the  first  deaf  school  in  the  United  States 
on  April  15,  1817,  in  Hartford,  Connecticut  by  Thomas  Gallaudet  who  became  the  principal  and  Laurent 
Clerc,  the  French  pioneer  deaf  teacher.  —  ASD,  Conn 

1820  -  The  Pennsylvania  School  for  the  Deaf  (PSD),  the  third  oldest  school  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States,  was  founded  by  Philadelphia  merchant  David  Seixas,  together  with  other  civic-minded 
community  leaders  in  1820.  —  Eileen  Carpenter 

1823  -  The  Kentucky  School  for  the  Deaf,  formerly  Kentucky  Asylum  for  the  Tuition  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  was  founded  on  April  10,  1823.  -  KYSD 

1 843  -  The  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  was  founded  by  William  Willard  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

1848  -  Institution  des  Sourds  de  Montreal  was  established  in  1848,  in  Montreal,  Quebec  in  Canada. 

1864  -  U.S.  President  Abraham  Lincoln  signed  the  charter  on  April  8th,  1864,  establishing  the  Columbia 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  (later  as  Gallaudet  College;  then  Gallaudet  University). 

1868  -  The  Alabama  Institute  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  was  founded  in  Talladega,  Alabama  in  1868. 

1870  -  Formerly  "The  Ontario  Institution  for  the  Education  of  Deaf  and  Dumb"  was  established  on 
October  20th,  1870,  in  Belleville,  Ontario,  Canada.  The  name  later  was  changed  to  Ontario  School  for 
the  Deaf;  again  it  was  changed  to  Sir  James  Whitney  School. 

1880  -  van  Asch  Deaf  Education  Centre  as  it  is  known  now  was  established  as  the  first  Government- 
funded  school  for  the  deaf  in  the  world.  It  is  located  in  Sumner,  Christchurch.  It,  formerly  Icnown  as 
"Sumner  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb"  was  opened  in  March  1880  by  Gerrit  van  Asch.  The  name 
of  school  was  later  changed  to  Sumner  School  for  Deaf  for  many  years,  it  went  through  a  few  name 
changes  until  the  current  one  which  is  today’s.  —  Submitted  by  Janet  &  Kevin  Stokes.  Referred  to  "They 
hear  with  the  Eye"  published  in  1980  by  C  Allen. 

1900  -  The  'Osaka  City  School  for  the  Deaf  in  Japan  was  established  on  September  13,  1900 


1909  -  Pyong-Yang  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  was  founded  the  first  deaf  school  in  Korea  Empire 
(presently,  North  Korea)  by  Missionary  Rossetta  Sherwood  Hall  from  U.S.  Methodist  mission  in  1909.  - 
-  the  Seon-hee  book,  1993 

1913  -  Che-Sun  Asylum  for  the  Tuition  of  the  Deaf  and  Blind  (presently,  Seoul  National  School  for  the 
Deaf)  was  established  by  Japanese  Colonial  Government  in  Seoul  on  April  1st,  1913.  —  the  Seon-hee 
book,  1993 

1915  -  Jericho  Hill  Provincial  School  for  the  Deaf  was  established  in  Vancouver,  Canada,  in  1915, 
serving  deaf  students  of  British  Columbia 

1931  -  R.J.D.  Williams  Provincial  School  for  the  Deaf  was  established  in  Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan, 
Canada,  in  1931-32.  The  school  was  using  a  total  communication  approach  to  deaf  children. 

1955  -  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf  opened  on  the  first  day  of  school  on  November  1st,  1955.  There  were 
26  students  in  attendance. 


1961  -  Newfoundland  School  for  the  Deaf  was  established  in  St.  John's,  Canada,  in  1961

Milestones  in  Deaf  History:  1970  - 1999 

1970  -  Linda  Bove  was  a  guest  for  the  American  children's  popular  TV  show,  "Sesame  Street"  in  1970. 
Then,  she  became  a  regular  actress  in  1976. 

1975  -  The  America's  Public  Law  94-142,  "The  Education  of  All  Handicapped  Children  Act"  (often 
referred  to  the  'mainstreaming/least  restrictive  environment'),  was  approved  by  Congress  and  signed  by 
President  Ford  in  November,  1975. 

1977  -  Tom  Coughlin  became  the  America's  first  bom-deaf  priest  at  age  28. 

1977  -  Phyllis  French  was  the  first  person  to  win  a  Tony  -the  Best  Actress-  award,  for  playing  a  "Sarah" 
role  in  the  play,  "Children  of  a  Lesser  God". 

1983  -  "The  Smurfs"  became  the  first  cartoon  to  use  sign  language  in  America  on  TV.  The  "Smurfing  in 
Sign  Language"  show  had  the  highest  ratings  that  "The  Smurfs"  had  ever  had.

1988  -  On  December  6th,  in  Winnipeg,  Canada,  a  private  member's  resolution  was  passed  unanimously 
which  officially  recognizes  the  cultural  uniqueness  of  the  deaf  community  and  American  Sign  Language 
(ASL)  as  a  distinctive  language  of  deaf  people  in  Manitoba.  —  News  Release,  1988 

1988  -  Over  5,000  people  assembled  at  the  Deaf  Way  -  a  celebration  of  deaf  culture  -  event  at  Gallaudet 
University  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  July  10th  to  14th.  -  Gallaudet 


1993  -  For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Ethiopian  National  Association  of  the  Deaf  organized  a 
celebration  to  mark  the  International  Week  of  the  Deaf  and  the  National  Day  of  the  Ethiopian  Deaf 
people  in  October  1993.

1993  -  The  National  Association  of  the  Deaf  in  Zimbabwe  celebrated  the  International  Deaf  Week  of 
the  Deaf  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  on  September  27th  to  October  3rd.

1994 

1994  -  The  Class  of '94  at  Gallaudet  University  in  Washington,  D.C.  broke  new  records  in  both  men  and 
women  in  the  freshmen's  traditional  Bald  Day  on  April  6th. 

1994  -  U.S.  President  Clinton  presented  his  address  at  the  125th  Commencement  of  Class  of 
1994,  the  largest  graduating  class  in  the  Gallaudet  University's  history,  in  D.C.  on  May  13,  1994. 
President  Clinton  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree.  —  DWW  Archives 

1994  -  The  Macau  government  officially  recognized  the  Macau  Deaf  Association  as  a  legal  organization 
of  Deaf  people  on  August  3rd,  1994.  -  WFD  News,  April  1996 

1995  -  Heather  Whitestone  of  Alabama  was  the  first  deaf  to  be  crowned  Miss  America  in  the  pageant's 
75-year  history.  She  was  crowned  at  age  21  on  September  17,  1995  in  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  USA. 

1996  -  First  deaf  Member  of  Parliament  in  Africa  South  of  the  Sahara  was  elected  to  the  Uganda 
parliament  in  1996.  -UNAD 

1996  -  Among  10,000  Americans  carrying  the  Olympic  flame  across  the  America  between  April  27th 
and  the  opening  of  the  Summer  Games  on  July  19th,  four  Gallaudet  alumni,  a  student  and  a  member  ran 
with  the  flame.  One  of  those,  Gallaudet  president  I.  King  Jordan  ran  with  the  flame  at  the  White  House 
on  June  20th.  Others  were  Jerald  Jordan  (former  CISS  president)  in  Washington,  D.C.;  Richard  England 
in  Washington,  D.C.;  Dennis  Platt  (former  president  of  AAAD)  in  Ogden,  Utah;  Bodil  Tvede  and 
Wesley  Moran  both  in  Montgomery,  Alabama.  —  Gallaudet,  1996 

1998  -  "April  17,  1998  marked  the  unveiling  and  dedication  of  the  restored  headstones  of  Laurent 
Clerc  and  his  wife,  Eliza  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  USA,  to  bring  these  headstones  back  to  their 
original  condition  after  being  ravaged  by  time  and  weather... 

Laurent  Clerc  was  a  French  deaf  teacher  who  came  to  Hartford  to  co-found  the  American  School 
for  the  Deaf  in  1817,  where  he  became  the  first  deaf  teacher  and  principal  in  the  United  States."  -

2.  Fishing,  swimming,  or  wading  is  NOT  allowed  in  the  Wetlands. 

2.  Dogs  are  NOT  allowed  in  our  Prairie  or  in  the  Wetlands.  Please  do  not  bring  your  dogs  to  school  on  weekends 
or  other  times  and  allow  them  to  run  fi'ee  in  our  wildlife  habitats. 

3.  Please  do  not  allow  students  to  throw  bash  on  the  ground  or  into  the  pond.  Please  do  not  thi’ow  rocks  or  any 
other  items  into  the  pond.  If  you  see  ttash  on  the  ground,  please  help  us  keep  our  wildlife  habitats  beautiful  by 
picking  it  up  and  putting  in  one  of  the  trash  containers. 

4.  Please  do  not  allow  students  to  touch  the  plastic  that  covers  the  outside  of  our  Greenhouse.  Students  have 
poked  holes  in  the  plastic  and  now  we  have  to  replace  the  plastic  in  order  to  keep  heat  and  humidity  at  proper 
levels  in  the  Greenhouse. 

2001-02  ISD  Calendar  Dates  -  Education  staff  will  receive  copies  of  the  2001-02  calendar  dates  today  in  their  mailboxes. 
Other  staff  will  receive  their  copies  through  their  department  heads.  Mandates  fi'om  the  Indiana  Department  of  Education 
and  the  state  have  necessitated  some  alterations  in  our  calendar.  Other  changes  such  as  the  A.M./P.M.  schedules  on  half  days 
ensure  a  better  balance  of  instructional  time.  Changes  include: 


1.  Newly-hired  staff  will  report  to  work  on  Monday,  August  6,  2001  for  orientation. 

2.  Returning  staff  will  report  to  work  for  in  service  days  on  Wednesday,  August  8,  2001 .  Educational  staff  will  be 
expected  to  prepare  their  rooms,  bulletin  boards  and  materials  on  their  own  time  prior  to  the  reporting  date  or  in 
the  evenings.  The  in-seiwice  days  of  August  8-10  will  be  utilized  for  meetings. 

3.  Department  of  Education  mandates  concerning  utilization  of  insbiictional  time  account  for  the  following 
changes; 

A.  Alternating  morning  (A.M.)  and  afternoon  (P.M.)  schedules  on  half  days  will  ensure  that  students  receive 
the  same  amount  of  instructional  time. 

B.  "Report  Card"  half  days  at  the  end  of  each  quarter  have  been  changed  to  "Parent/Teacher  Conference 
Days"  to  increase  the  opportunities  for  parents  to  participate  in  their  child's  educational  process. 

C.  Seniors  (beginning  with  the  Class  of  2002)  will  graduate  on  the  last  day  of  school.  May  23,  2002.  DOE 
states  that  seniors  must  attend  school  for  the  entire  school  year  and  will  no  longer  grant  waivers  for 
early  graduation  ceremonies. 

D.  Dismissal  on  the  last  day  of  school.  May  23,  2002,  will  be  at  3:00  p.m.  There  is  the  possibility  that  there 
will  be  three  graduation  ceremonies  (Elem.,  MS,  and  HS)  on  that  day. 

Stop  Child  Abuse!  -  APRIL  is  National  Prevent  Child  Abuse  Month.  During  the  year  2000  in  Indiana,  44  children  died 
of  child  abuse.  There  were  72,704  total  reports  of  child  abuse  and  neglect  and  24,641  of  these  reports  were  “substantiated” 
by  Child  Protective  Services.  Prevent  Child  Abuse  Indiana  suggests  that  to  help  our  children,  “We  must  change  our 
priorities.  Every  time  we  work,  learn,  play  or  pray,  we  need  to  ask  each  other,  HOW  ARE  OUR  CHILDREN?”  Our 
theme  and  our  question  for  the  month  of  April  will  be,  “How  are  our  children?”  here  at  ISD.  There  will  be  a  table  with 
activities  and  iirfoimation  regarding  Prevention  of  Child  Abuse  all  day  Monday,  April  23'^“*  provided  by  Cathy  Pardee  and 
interested  members  of  the  Oubeach  Dept.  All  staff  are  welcome  to  become  involved  -  just  call  Cathy  at  920-6295.  The 
Children’s  Museum  of  Indianapolis  will  be  honoring  National  Prevent  Child  Abuse  Month.  A  Resource  Fair  will  be 
available  to  visitors  to  the  museum  for  the  month  of  April.  On  April  5*  from  5  to  8  p.m.,  the  museum  hosts  Family  Night 
when  admission  is  FREE.  This  is  a  great  opportunity  to  visit  the  museum,  take  advantage  of  some  wonderful  resources  and 
support  children  as  well.
